Council To Seek Voter 
Okay Of Salary Boost

Monday to p lace a charter 
am endm ent on the Ap ril 8 
p rim ary election ballot which 
would 
increase 
c o u n c i l 
m em bers salaries to $300 
a 
month. 
The 
sala ry 
hike, 
which 
would increa se 
sa la ries 
to 
$3,6 00 y ea r, is below the $5 ,000 
figure recommended by the 
Charter Rev ision Committee. 
Council members presently 
get $20 per meeting. 


C o u n c i l m a n 
Carroll 
Thomp son, who is not seeking 
re-election, recomm ended the 
$300 a month salary . 
Thomp son said the salary is 
comp atible to 
the 
average 
salary councilmen throughout 
the nation get in cities the 
size of Lincoln. 
“ The salary should be suf­ 
ficient 
enough 
to 
attract 


citizens to serve 
the 
com ­ 
m unity ,” Thomp son said. 
Councilman Bill Dav idson, 
who indicated he fav ored the 
$3,6 00 sa la ry ov er the $5,000 
one, said he did not believ e 
the size of a salary should be 
the enticing factor to get a 
citizen to run for office.

p rop osed 
salary does not even p ay for 
the time sp ent on council ac­ 
tivities,” he said. 
A motion by councilman 
John Comstock to m ake the 
salary am endm ent read “ up 
to $300 a month” was rejected 
by the other council m em ­ 
bers.

Saigon 
-H ig h alUtude 
American bombers followed 
up a brief lunar new y ear 
truce Tuesday with spoiling 
raids on the enemy 's fav orite 
buildup points in the jungles 
northwest of Saigon. 


Although a week-long truce 
declared by the Viet Cong’s 
National Liberation Front still 
has four day s to go. enemy 
harassing attacks 
continued 
up and down the nation. Most 
of these were small, but the 
allied comm and counted 238 
violations before ceasing to 
keep a tally . 


Almost 6 0 Sweeps 


The allied truce of 24 hours 
ended at 6 p .m. Monday and 
offensive 
op erations 
were

It is good to remember that perspectiv e is an all-impor­ 
tan t part of ou r n ation al life. This calls in to promin en ce 
the en v iron men t in which the people of the n ation liv e 
-- the in flu en ces that play u pon them an d their families. 
For ex ample, a n ew car may be an essen tial an d produ c­ 
tiv e in v estmen t for a trav elin g salesman bu t the fu rthest 
thin g from the thou ghts of an u n skilled laborer. To a y ou n g 
mother, obstetrics is the most importan t part of medicin e 
bu t to an elderly gran dmother, geriatrics is in the spotlight. 
And so it is with o ur natio nal effo rt. A recent Harris 
surv ey asked the American peo ple what they tho ug ht <*f 
landing a man o n the mo o n. So mewhat surprising ly , 4 9 
per cent o f the respo ndents o ppo sed such a landing while 
o nly 39 per cent fav o red it. 


The resu lts bear ou t the fact that on e’s opin ion s are 
directly related to his own circu mstan ces. Accordin g to 
edu cation , greatest opposition was shown by those with an 
8th grade or less lev el of achiev emen t. They were 19 
cen t for an d 
6 5 per cen t again st the moon lan din g. 
Those with a college edu cation were 62 per cen t ... 
fav or an d 28 per cen t opposed to the moon lan din g. Gen erally 
speakin g, the higher edu cation al grou p wou ld be the higher 
in come grou p. 
Those opposed to the moon lan din g frequ en tly cited 
reason s pertain in g to econ omic problems here on earth 
Some others v iewed the moon effort as a waste of mon ey 
an d a few seemed to thin k that it was n ot man kin d’s 
God-giv en destin y to ex plore the heav en ly bodies. 
Fro m the latter two reaso ns emerg e a seco nd co n- 
fideratio n — that o f effectiv e co mmunicatio n. Obv io usiv 
many peo ple do no t understand the benefits that will 
ultimately accrue to the human race as a by -pro duct o f 
its ex plo ratio n o f space.

Already , bu sin ess an d in du stry hav e been blessed with 
an abu n dan ce of n ew processes as a resu lt of ou r efforts 
in space. Throu gh ou r space research, doors hav e been 
open ed to make life more mean in gfu l, rewardin g an d en ­ 
joy able. 
In the fu tu re, this will be accelerated. The scien tific 
an d techn ological adv an ces that come from ou r space pro­ 
gram will greatly en han ce life here on earth in the v ears 
ahead. 
Addition ally , man y 
do n ot seem to u n derstan d or ap­ 
preciate the fact that it is in cu mben t u pon men to fin d 
ou t as mu ch as possible abou t the en v iron men t in which 
they liv e.

Secon dly , we hav e to improv e the stan dard of liv in g 
j^ople to the poin t where space is at least relativ e 
to them. The impov erished family cou ld n ot care less abou t 
space becau se that family can n ot con ceiv ably share in an y 
of the ben efits of the en deav or. 
There is a lev el of liv in g below which mu ch of the 
world becomes irrlev an t. The on ly thin g relev an t to the 
v ery poor is relief from the state of life in which thev 
are cau ght. 
If su ch families lack su fficien t food for their children 
it is ridicu lou s to ex pect them to fav or a moon lan din g’ 
These people hav e n ot ev en come to share in the progress 
of the last 100 y ears, mu ch less that which is ju st arou n d 
the corn er. 
Until life fo r the disadv antag ed peo ple beg ins to hav e 
so me meaning , they wiU co ntinue to be a brake upo n the 
o rderly pro g ress o f the rest o f so ciety .

New York — Among the many trag ic 
liv es which the history of art in this century 
contains, one of the most painful to con­ 
template is that of the American painter 
Alfred H. Maurer. Born in New York in 
18 6 8 , Maurer hang ed himself in his father’s 
house here on Aug . 4, 19 32. The date, as 
Maurer’s biog rapher Elizabeth McCausland 
has pointed out, was a sig nificant one for 
this tortured artist. It marked “ the eig h­ 
teenth anniv ersary of the outbreak of the 
war which drove him home from Paris 
in 19 14.’’ 
More than half a century after the end 
cf that war, we are still a long way from 
fully appreciating its effect on the g enera­ 
tion of artists who came of ag e in the 
relativ ely tranquil decade preceding Sara­ 
jevo. In Maurer’s case, the disruption of 
the war was doubly cruel. Not only was 
he forced to leav e the belov ed Parisian 
milieu where, after his early success as 
a Whistierian realist, he had recast his 
talents — and indeed his life — in a more 
avant-g arde direction, but his forced return 
to New York meant a resumption of the 
bitter family strug g le in which Maurer and 
his father remained locked until the end 
of their liv es. 
It was a strug g le on the order of one 
of those late play s by Eug ene O’Neill in 
which the classic bonds of filial attachment 
— love and dependency , haired and resent­ 
ment, the desire for freedom and the im­ 
possibility of achieving it -- are carried 
to ev ery ex treme of ex acerbation and 
despair. Most of the American artists who 
turned to modernism in the early y ears 
of the century encountered harsh criticism 
and firm rejection. 
In the attitude of Maurer’s ty rannical 
and overbearing father, himself a hig hly 
successful commercial artist and g enre 
painter, the prevailing Philistinism of the 
period took the form of the most sweeping 
and unforg iving parental disapproval and

art on the other ~ Maurer ex perienced 
as a profound family crisis. 


There can be no doubt that this crisis 
broke his spirit. Certainly as a man he 
nev er recov ered from it, nor had he the 
kind of streng th required to release himself 
from

Maurer liv ed out his life, from 19 14 onward, 
in his father’s house, and when his father 
finally died in 19 32, in his 100th y ear, 
Maurer followed him to the g rav e three 
weeks later. 


The ex hibition of Maurer’s painting s 
which has now come to the Bertha Schaefer 
Gallery here is by no means a complete 
retrospectiv e, but the 38 works included 
in this surv ey are certainly sufficient to 
remind us both of the artist’s undeniable 
quality and of his uncertain hold on that 
quality . The pictures rang e in date from 
19 03 to 19 31.
